Harper's Bazar in its cm-rent issue
seys : Wool good* are now very gen¬
erally adopted for the winter frocks
and coats of children three years old
and over, nnd many mothers use them
for those who are only two years old,
sm! even when still younger if thechild
is delicate. Formerly white muslin and
pie-ue dresses were worn all the year
round by girls until they were seven
tears of age, but these have given
place not only to warmer woollens, but
to colored frocks, reserving those of
creamy-white wool for special occasions
vt hen something more dressy is required.
Fit these tirst frocks- cishmeres are

suitable, al-o camel's hair, the soft
eheddaht, tnd tine Hannels : dark blue
and dull red are thc most serviceable
colors, while more fanciful diseSM are
m»e!c of pale pink, rose, or ecru wool.
